Orphan Asylum into one and two family dwelling section. 

The entire Vailsburg section is now completely developed and there are 
only a few isolated single plots of undeveloped ground. 

The increase in values is reflected in a typical sale of property 


bought in 1905 for $4,000 and sold in 1925 for $8,000. 
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During the last 15 years the main thorofare, South Orange Avenue 
has completely changed from a residential street to a highway of 
stores and apartmentsbuildings. Sanford and South Orange Avenue 


is the Broadway of Vailsburg.
